Minister of Foreign Affairs Mariscal. the 
representative at the full festival of Presi- 
dent Diaz, responded to the toast. The Re- 
public of Mexico.“ Sefior Mariscal said: 

“I rise principally to thank you cordially 
for the toast proposed and drank in honor 
of Mexico and its President. Of course, I 
cannot attempt anything like the real speech 
in English, for I make use of your language— 
as many foreigners do—merely for ordinary 
wants. Yet, on such an occasion as this, 
when you commemorate the wonderful res- 
urrection of this Phenix city, reborn in 
more glory and power than before, and when 
the presence of the First Magistrate of the 
nation gives this banquet the greatest sol- 
emnity, I believe I should venture some few |.

“The day which she celebrates is the day 
of her direst calamity, the day when she 
was swept out of existence by fire. This, 
I say, is characteristic of Chicago, because 
if history recalls her destruction it also re- 
calls her resurrection, It recalls the en- 
ergy, the courage, the faith, the enthusiasm 
with which Chicago citizens met and “ sed 
and conquered an appalling calamity. 

Remembers Business-Men’s Appeal. 

“For my part, well do I remember the 
awful day. But of all the things I most 
remember, of all the acts of courage and 
heroism which were brought forward by 
the occasion, the one thing which at the 
time struck me the most was the appeal 
issued by the business-men of Chicago on 
the smoking ruins of their city. They ap- 
pealed to their fellow-citizens not for alms 
but in most noble language they appealed 
especially to those who had busienss con- 
nection in Chicago to sustain them in their 
business in that hour of theirtrial. And if 


sustained in their business they were ready 


to face and meet the awful calamity which 
had befallen their city. Well, sir, in my 
estimation, in my judgment at least, that 
was courage of the highest order, When- 
ever you meet courage you are sure to meet 
justice and generosity. Courage, justice, and 


| generosity always go together, and it is with 


satisfaction that 
is mine. 

* Because I must say that I feel that 
though the relations between Canada and 
the United States are good, though they 
are brotherly, though they are satisfac- 
tory, in my judgment they are not as good, 
as brotherly, as satisfactory as they ought 
to be. We are of the same stock. We 
spring from the same races on one side of 
the line as the other. We speak the same 
language. We have the same literature, 
and for more than a thousand years we have 

a common history. 

Let me recall to you the lines which in 
the darkest days of the civil war the Puri- 
tan poet of America issued to England: : 
*** O, Englishmen,’ he said, O, Englishmen, 
n hope and creed, | 
In blood and tongue are brothers, 

We are all heirs of Runnymede.’ — 

Brothers we are, in the language of your 
own poet. May I not say that, while our 
relations are not always as brotherly as 
they should have been, may I not ask, Mr. 
President, on the part of Canada and on the 
part of the United States (we are sometimes 
too prone to stand by the full conceptions 
of our rights, and exact all our rights to 
the last pound of flesh)—may I not ask if 
there have not been too often between us 
petty quarrels, which happily do not wound 
the heart of the nation? 

Sir, I am proud to say in the presence of 
the Chief Executive of the United States 
that it is the belief of the Canadian govern- 
ment that we should make a supreme effort 
to better our relations and make the gov- 
ernment of President McKinley and the 
present government of Canada. with the as- 
sent of Great Britain, so to work together 
as to remove all causes of recent dissension 
between us. And whether the commission 
sat in Quebec or in Washington, I am sorry 
to say the result was not commensurate 
with our expectations. 


Speaks Out His Mind. 

“ Shall I speak my mind? [Cries of Ves.“ 
We met a stumbling block in the question of 
the Alaska frontier. Well, let me say here 
and now the commission could not settle 
that question and referred it to their particu- 
lar governments, and they are now dealing 
with it. May I be permitted to say here and 
now that we do not desire one inch of your 
land? [Applause] But if I state, however, 
that we want to hold our land, will that be 
an American sentiment, I want to know? 
However, though that would not be an 
American sentiment, though it would not 
be a British or Canadian sentiment, I am 
here to say above all, my fellow-countrymen, 
that we want not to stand upon the extreme 
limits of our rights.

When 
that was done, every military interest re- 
quired, not that qur fleet be withdrawn, but 
that our hand on the enemy’s throat should 
there remain until his surrender. When 
that surrender came, and with it the 
transfer of the sovereignty of those islands 
from Spain to the United States, every con- 
sideration. demanded that the President 
should hold them up, not toss them into the 
caldron of anarchy, and when violence 
began should restore order, yet stretching 
out always in his hands the tender and op- 
portunity for peace and beneficent govern- 
ment until Congress in its wisdom shall 
determine what their future status shall be.

BIG CROWDS BREAK SUDDENLY. 


Orderly Lines Become a Whirlpool éf

The suddenness with which great masses 
of people merge from comparative uniformi- 
ty in the order of their aggregation into 
one battling; congfomerate mob was never 
shown more picturesquely than in the dis- 
solution of the crowds immediately af ter 
the parade last night. When the Chinese, 
attired in the costume of the ordinary Amer- 
tcan and wearing white caps, bearing at 
their head the banner on which were the 
words New China,” passed any point the 
long alignments of people began to bulge 
and men and women rushed indiscriminately 
in every direction.

As the end of the parade swung in line 
down the streets the crowd sucked in be- 
hind it like leaves in the wake of a rushing 
train, and in a minute the street through 
which the pageant had passed became a 
whirlpool of human beings, and the parade 
passed on, leaving a seething, struggling, 
noisy jam. 

Currents and counter currents of men 
and women, loosed in a second from the 
restraint of hours, poured through ‘the 
streets, jostling, jamming, and swaying in 
black masses. 

In the jams at the cars and loop stations 
the crowds, unmolested by the polieefought 
for precedence.

Action on the proposition to memorialize 
the general conference to cut life terms of 
Bishops to eight years was postponed on 
motion of Dr. Fiske, who maintained that 
such division 2 evident over the step that 
he feared a split. Dr. Zimmerman wanted it 
passed, saying discontent was rising all over, 
as the Bishops had no responsibility to the 
church, were not active enough, and owing 
to life tenure spent about six months a year 
in business outside their bishopric duties. 
He said the church wanted democracy, not 
monarchy. Drs. Villars, Axtell, and others 
opposed the change in heated argument. 
while a dozen others favored it as ardently. 
Action was postponed by a vote of 87 to . 

The recommendation of abolition of time 
limits for pastorates was carried, after an 
hour’s contest, by a vote of 109 to 43. Dr. 
Shoup predicted it would destroy the itiner- 
ant system, and relegate dispensations of 

astorates to political manipulation. Dr, 
— claimed that the increase of pastoral 
limite to five years had already caused the 
biggest Chicago churches to run down. Dr. 
Faweett favored the measure as ee 
churches as much voice in selecting 
as church officials now exerted, to which he 


said churches had the right. : 
Licenses. 


Complication Over Signing 
A recommendation to make it against the 
laws of the church for a Methodist holding 
a civil office to sign licenses to sell liquors 
was passed after a violent debate. The rec- 
ommendation, the objectors claimed, called 
upon Methodist civil officers to violate their 
oath of office requiring them to carry out 
license laws. The reply was that if the law 
required them to sign licenses they must 
either die or resign. Some said it prohibited 
practically any Methodist from ever acting 

“as Mayor of Chicago. 

A recommendation requiring all Method- 
ists to vote the prohibition ticket was lost. 
Recommendations were carried out ¢tipulat- 
ing that the General Secertary pf the Ep- 
worth league be elected by the general con- 
ference instead of the Board of Control; 
that the office of Presiding Elders be elective, 
with power given them to veto unfavorable 
rulings or appointments by Bishops; and 
that amusements be made a matter of con- 
science, with special prohibitions annulied. 

The memoria] asking for organic union 
of the Methodist Churches of the North and 
South tn such a way as to preserve the 
integrity of both b es was strenuously 
objected to, but finally passed. Many said 
it was an inconsistent and ambiguous re- 
quest.

‘SHIPWRECKED CREW RESCUED. 


Sailors’ Taken from Rigging of a Ves- 
sel After Twenty Hours of Peril 
and Suffering.

MISSION ON DISCRIMINATIONS, 


President Ci 
Central Railway and Secretary Bar- 
ri of the National Millers’ Associa- 
tion Testify—Need of More Specific 
Laws Pointed Out—Railroad Favor- 
itism—Alleged Injury to Milling In- 
terests, Particularly in Northwest. 


Washington, C., Oct. 9.—President 8. 
R. Calloway of the New York Central rail- 
road and Frank Barry, secretary of the Na- 
tional Millers’ association, were before the 
Industrial commission today. 

Mr. Calloway said that since he had been 
connected with the New York Central there 
had been no trouble with the employés. No 
objection was made on the part of the man- 
agemerit to labor organizations or to arbitra- 
tlon of differences except upon vital ques- 
tions. He would not, however, want to ar- 
bitrate the question of wages, asa slight ad- 
vance on the general pay-roll, amounting 
to $17,000,000 a year, would make a material 
difference in the company’s income. 

Speaking of discriminations and rate wars, 
Mr. Calloway said that the possibility for 
them had gradually decreased. Rates had 
been reduced from 1.88 cents a ton a mile to 
.79 cent. He said that the differential rate 
awarded to Philadelphia and Baltimore 
twenty years ago had been responsible for 
much of the complaint of discrimination. 
Whatever reason there had been originally 
for this advantage to those cities, it did not 
now exist and he thought it would be event- 
ually wiped out. 

Speaking of ticket brokerage, the witness 
characterized it as the most derhoralizing 
business in the country.“ He was also op- 
posed to the granting of passes. He favored 
a net earning tax in preference to the general 
practice at present, saying that his company 
last year had paid $2,000,000 in taxes, or 
about 12 per cent of its net income. 

Speaking of the rate on articles for ex- 
port, Mr. Calloway said he would admit that 
exports were carried cheaper than articles 
for domestic consumption. The railroads 
were compelled to do this to meet foreign 
competition and he did not consider the prac- 
tice injurious to any one. 

Mr. Barry's testimony related largely to 
the export rate on flour as compared to that 
of wheat, which he said is so discriminating 
as to work great hardship upon the Amer- | 
ican millers. He instanced the falling off

CHICAGO DAY. | 
The anniversary of Chicago day was re- 
garded with especial interest by those who 
were here on the first Chicago day because it 
fell upon the same day of the week. Twenty- 
eight years ago Saturday night, Oct. 7, 1871, 
what would ordinarily have been called a 
big fre swept over several acres in the West 
Division and destroyed two or three million 
dollars’ worth of property. It was only the 


prelude to that visitation which began Sun- 
day evening, the Sth, and raged with fury 
all that night and all of Monday. That Sun-

those who witnessed it here as the sad 
night” in Ohicago’s history.

EXPEL ’MENT IN STATE OWNERSHIP. 

When the Boston and Albany railroad 
was chartered by Massachusetts the right 
was reserved to the State to purchase the 
road for the amount of the investment of 
the stockholders, plus any deficit below 10 


per cent dividends thereon. Owing to the 


high profits realized by the road this right 
of purchase is now of value to the State. 
How much it is worth we shall probably 


learn definitely before long, since the ques- 


tion of purchase is considered. 

Its prominence at the present time is due 
to the proposal to lease the road to the New 
York Central railroad company. An at- 
tempt on the part of the directorate to put 
through this lease at an annual rental of 
8% per cent on the stock has been blocked 
for the present by the stockholders. The 
Boston Post asks: “ Why would it not be 
a good thing for the State to buy in the road, 
and then lease it to Mr. Vanderbilt for the 
profit of the public treasury?” Several 
other papers, indorse this proposition and 


ex-Senator Dawes is lending his support to 


the idea. N 

There is no valld objection against the 
State's taking advantage of this right, pro- 
vided it is ready, as a matter of public 


policy, to become the owner and lessor— 


there seems to be no proposal for State 
operation—of a railroad system. Moreover, 
Massachusetts has lately taken a step in 
the public ownership of transit facilities 
which, though small in comparison, involves 
the same principle as this project. The 
Boston subway was built by a State com- 
mission, is practically owned by the City 
of Boston, and is leased to the Boston Ele- 
vated railroad company, which operates 
most of the surface lines of the city. The 
low rental-“4% per cent on its actual cost 
is also expected to meet fixed charges and 
in forty years leave the subway a free asset 
of the city. | | 

The question of policy presented to the 
people of Massachusetts in the plan for 
acquiring the Boston and Albany road is 
one of extreme moment. The financial 
benefits are alluring, but they are not the 
only item to consider. The political risks 
incident to public ownership of transporta- 
tion facilities and the meager experience 
with such ownership in this country are 
quite as important matters to be borne in 
mind. It is highly fortunate, however, 
that this issue is presented to the State of 
Massachusetts, where government has been 
more scientifically administered and with 
less domination by the boss and the cor- 


ruptionist than in any other State of the 


first rank. If an experiment of this sort is 
to be undertaken, we congratulate ourselves 
that it is to be tried in the old Bay’State
